One is 
that alcohol, like opium .is had in 
any form. Even opium Is not bad In 
any form, It and its derivatives be­ 
ing used constantly by physicians. 
That question we ran waive for 
this discussion because the argu­ 
ment 
will 
go 
on forever As 
to 
w hether alcohol In any form should 
be Imbibed for other than medicin­ 
al purposes. 
Those who regard It aa a aln 
always will oppose It. Those who 
like alcohol will get hold of It. no 
m atter 
what 
laws 
are 
passed 
against it. This country has had so 
prolonged 
and disastrous an 
ex­ 
perience with enforced prohibition 
that It Is difficult to understand 
how anyone can believe that that 
is the way to achieve’ temperance. 
But. there Is the other way of 
dealing with the queatlon of pro­ 
hibition. It la the way the loot- 
lagg*r, the black m arketeer, the 
criminal 
politician deals with pro­ 
hibition. 
It is the w i j the 
boot- 
drlnklng, prohibition Calking politi­ 
cian deals with prohibition. They 
use it to keep themselves In power. 
to m ake political hay, while they 
associate with law-breakers, with 
thieves and murderers, with the Al 
Capones, the "Legs" Diamonds, the 
"L ittle" 
Augies 
who do 
their 
sham eless work while they pose as 
Puritans, aa an holy that neither 
whisky 
nor gin, beer nor 
wine 
crosses their lips. These guzzling 
liars love prohibition, as they love 
any black market. 


T H A T It T H C way the people 
of this country ought to look at 
the new prohibition movement, y - 
parently now being advocated ny 
devious methods by President T ru ­ 
man under the stress of sym pathy 
with a starving world. Incidentally, 
I am told the President’s drink Is 
bourbon. T happen to he a teetota­ 
ler, so that I have no favorite drink 
and can speak Impartially of any 
of them.

I do not care w hether-the A m er­ 
ican 
distilleries m ake 
money or 
not, but when an American Presi­ 
dent advocates reducing the Am er­ 
ican production of any product and 
then agrees to give to Europeans 
th# exact quantity of raw m aterials

same commodity. It becomes obvi­ 
ous that something false la on the 
podium. 


For that Is precisely what Is hap­ 
pening. 
The governm ent

ies to close down, to reduce output, 
not to use wheat. But the sam e ad­ 
ministration agrees to give Europe 
—for the m anufacture of distilled 
liquors—exactly the am ount they. 
the Europeans, require for distilled 
liquor. Why give if to Europeans 
while withholding It from Ameri­ 
cans? If we are to reduce the pro­ 
duction of distilled 
liquors, 
why 
should the Europeans he permitted 
to produce distilled liquor# as they 
please with our grains withheld 
from our people? When the Amer­ 
ican distilleries were dosed, neith­ 
er the Scotch nor the Canadian dis­ 
tilleries were closed. They made 
all the liquor they wanted to make 
and they are sending lf. Into the 
United States under favorable con­ 
ditions. 


IF W E G E T Prohibition, the Can 
! adian and the Scotch diatllleriea 
will continue to send It Into the 


I United States, legally. Illegally, any 
way they can. aa they did In the 
good old days when Al Capone waa 
king. 
That is what has to he watched. 
Of course, distillers are not the 
most popular of businessmen. Many 
i Americans believe that they are 
manufacturing an unw orthy com­ 
modity. They would not mind see­ 
ing the entire Industry wiped out. 
They do care what the Europeans 
or Canadians do so long as we do 
not do it. 
But they miss that what Is likely 
to happen Is that a combination of

O 
N I benefit of income tax reduction might ba 
to avert another round of wage Increases. 
It would be better than a pay raise, because It 
would affect alm ost all wage earner#— school 
teachers, federal em ployees, white-collar work­ 


ers. 
•An argument against tax reduction ta that It 
would reduce government revenue. But this Is not 
necessarily true. Revenues continued to climb 
following tax reduction after World War I. Cor­ 
poration tax payments are greater now than In 
1946, despite repeal of the excess profits tax. 
The effects of a tax cut on the economic sys­ 
tem are not readily translatable Into the simple 
terms used by those who take a quirk look at 
the tables of percentages and Aee benefits to the 
higher Income brackets, while overlooking the 
broad effects of tax cuts. 
In a recent speech at Philadelphia on “The 
Flow of Venture Capital", Hen. Minikin of Colo­ 
rado observed: "If, as a result of tax penalties . . . 
the Investors of our society ar# unwilling to 
assume the risks of starting new enterprises and 
bringing new products Into the market, the tempo 
of business is certain to decline and the rate of 
progress of our economy will slow down, to the 
detriment

. This calls for the investment of huge sums In 
new plants, methods and equipm ent—106 billions 
is the estimate for the next five years. One great
